Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-13 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 1-4 and 15-17, the recitation of 
"...the profile of the or each convex portion ..." is not understood. It is not clear if there 
is missing text or if this is a grammatical error. A review of the specification did not

provide any way to interpret the claim, even if this was a grammatical error. Dependent 
claims 5-13 and 18 are considered indefinite as well, since they include the same 
deficiency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 14 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ollis et al. Ollis et al teaches (on pages 19-21) a reflective surface for use in a 
panoramic imaging system including an imaging device having an imaging plane 
(shown as camera focal plane in Fig. 17) and a first field of view, the reflective surface 
having at least one circularly symmetric portion convex in a radial direction with a profile 
providing varying gain in the radial direction between an expanded panoramic second 
field of view provided by the reflective surface and the first field of view to limit variation 
in the solid angle of view across the image plane of the imaging device. There are two 
convex portions as shown in Fig. 17. The panoramic fields of view are substantially 
coincident.
